Firſt, Senſual, 2dly, Intellectual, 
and laſtly, Spiritual, and Divine : For (faith 
he) Man doth not ſeem ſatisfied either with 

Jruition of that, wherewith his Life is preſerved, 

or with performance of ſuch Aions as advance 
Hin z, but doth further Covet, yea oftentimes ma- 
mifeſtly purſues with great my and Earneſt- 
neſs that which cannot ſtand hin in any ſtead 
for vital uſe, that which exceedeth the reach of 
Senſe, yea ſomewhat above the Capacity.of Rea- 
fon, »ſomewhat Divine and Heavenly, Heb. 36. 
which with hidden exultation, it rather ſur- 
mizeth, than conceiveth; ſomewhat it ſeeReth, 
and what that is diretly, it knoweth not; fo that 
Nature even in this Life, doth plainly claim and 
call for 4 more Divine Perfeftion, than either 
Senſual, or Intellectual.

 _ That, the Reaſon is renbved, is very evi- 
dent, ſincę there is now neither Temple, nor 
Altar for Sacrifices and Burnt- Offerings, no 
Prieſt nor Levite under the Goſpel big. No 
Tribe of Men ſet apart by God Almightysfor 
ſuch Services; nor any Tribe of Men that Are 
Prohibited from purchaſing and poſſeſſing any 
part of the Lag of that Country where they; 
are Natives, if they have Money to do it. 

From which, to ſay no more, tis Clear 
that the Reaſon for Paying Tythes is removed, 
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and conſequently the Law void: But more- 


over, as is the People, ſo is alſo the Law pecu- 
liar to that People laid aſide; the one being 
left deſolate (till they ſhall ſay, Bleſſed is he 
that cometh in the Nane of the Lord) and the 
other ſuperceeded by a Superiour Authority. 
For there being a Change of the Prieſthood, 
there muſt be a Change of that Law that ſup- 
ported that Prieſthood, as the Author to the 
Hebrews has very well obſerved. | 

Again, Chriſtians are not made up of that

But till that time comes, Faith, and Pa- 
tience, with Honeſt Endeavours muſt be uſed, 
that ſo on the one hand the Laws that are yet 
in force, be not trampled upon; and on the 
other hand, no one by the power or force of 
the Law, be afrighted to an actual Compliance 
with that which in his very Heart and Con- 
Science he believes to be an Evil. But where 
the Law is againſt his Judgment, and Conſci- 
ence, as in this Caſe, he ought with Meekneſs 
and Patience to ſubmit to the Authority there- 
of, and be as eaſie to ſuffer the Spoil of his 
Goods, as to receive the benefit of the Law in 
other Caſes, to ſave and preſerve his Goods.
